Good Paying Fruit Tree 


Frult trees injured by rabbits or 
mice during the winter can be saved 
without undue expense by bridge 
grafting. Bridge grafting is a simple 
Process but requires skill in the -han- 
dling of the tools. A bridge graft is 
made by using scions (small, . live 
twigs) to connect the two portions of 
.the bark of a stock or limb. which
